and passions of workingmen by first 
seeking a contention with Pullman, be- 
cause thai gentleman is supposed at this 
time to be in bad odor with workingmen.' 
He first proposed that Pullman should 
put his regular employers on half time, 
and give work to his former employes, 
who left their jobs voluntarily and re- 
fused to avail themselves of the chance 
to get their jobs back, to aid them to 
get something to eat. This proposition 
was tantamount to putting the idle men 
and their families on the hands of the 
workmen themselves, as a half days loss 
of work to one of them would be equiva- 
lent to a loes of a half days pay, or a 
donation of that amount. It would not 
come out of the Pullman company's 
pocket, and this friend of anarchy finally 
saw the rottenness and meanness of the 
proposition and abandoned it, only to 
take up another equally bad and illogi- 
cal.

Company it wa« mW morally bound to 
relieve their durtrew despite the fact that 
their destitute condition to the remit of 
their own folly'in listening to the prom- 
ise of walking delegates—who were prob- 
ably the agents of stfch demagogues aa 
Altgeld and Hopkins—instead of stick- 
ing to their jobs. He charge* that Pull- 
man brought men from outside of Pull- 
man to take the places of the strikers, 
but fails to state in that connection that 
he and Mayor Hopkins threatened to 
withdraw the troops at Pullman unless 
the company opened ito works end this 
at & time too when these very men who 
are now destitute were refusing to go 
back to their jobs. 


No matter how heartless Pullman may 


be; no matter if every word these de- 
signing politicians have said about him 
and his methods be true, the 
fact 


stands, without danger of contradiction, 
that Pullman and his company with 
ability to conduct their business suc- 
cessfully and make money oil the cap- 
ital they have invested, have been of 
infinitely more value to laboringmen 
than Altgeld, whose money and brains 
buy no labor. 


The governor issues a proclamation to 


the people of the state calling for public 
contributions to relieve the distress at 
Pullman, and in that proclamation he 
tries to leave the impression that he 
does so because Pullman refused to 
keep these people in idleness. Why 
don't the governor call on Cook county, 
where his own property is taxed, to re- 
lieve this distress? Why don't he con- 
tribute something from his own capital?

meters — larger than the Pantheon of 
Paris — and place beside it to represent 
the earth a toy balloon of 20 centi- 
meters in diameter. 


The real dimensions of the sun are 


concluded from its apparent dimen- 
sions combined with its distance. Sis 
different methods of measurement 
prove that if the entire eartfe were 
transported to the same distance as the 
son it would be seen at an angle of 
17.64 degrees — that is to say, at a dis- 
tance equal to 11,698 times the diameter 
of" our globe, or, In other words, 149,- 
000,000 of kilometers. The only way 
of appreciating such a distance i* to 
measure it by tie time a train would 
take to traverse it. Suppose, for in- 
stance, an express train going At sixty 
kilometers an hour set out to reach the 
sun the duration of the journey would 
be 149,000,000 minutes, or 8,483,833 hour*, 
or 103,473 days, or 283 years. If sent oft 
at once such a train would reach the 
mm in the year 8(77. But an express 
train travels at a relatively slow rate 
of speed. 


Sensation, which is rapid, almost iu- 


•tantaneous, travels at the rate of 
twenty-eight meters per second. If a 
child asked for the sun, as they some- 
times do for the 'moon, and his nurse 
gave it to him and he had arms long1 
•enough to reach the sun so that it 
burnt his finger* he would never feel 
the burn. The child would become an 
old man and die long before the sensa- 
tion of burning could pass from the 
tips of his fingers to his brain, for the 
time requisite for the transmission of 
this sensation would not be less than 
163 years.

AN INTERESTING STUDY. 


How the Human Kind In Affected by At- 


nuMptMrto Chanpu. 


The psychology of the weather is 


suggested by Dr. T. D Crothersasa 
promising subject for study. He says 
in Science: "Very few persons recog- 
nize the sources of error that come di- 
rectly from atmospheric conditions on 
experimenters and observers and oth- 
ers. In my own case I have been 
amazed at the faulty deductions and 
misconceptions which were made in 
damp, foggy weather, or on days in 
which the air was charged with elec- 
tricity and thunderstorms were im- 
pending. What seemed clear to me at 
these times appeared later to be filled 
with error. An actuary in a large in- 
surance company is obliged to stop 
work at such time's, finding that he 
makes so many mistakes which he is 
only conscious of later that his work is 
•useless. In a large factory from ten to 
twenty per cent, less work Is brought 
out on damp days and days of threat- 
ening storm. The superintendent, In 
receiving orders to be delivered at a 
certain time, takes this factor Into cal- 
culation. 
There is a theory among 


many persons in the fire insurance 
business that in states of depressing 
atmosphere greater carelessness exists 
and more fires follow. Engineers of 
railway locomotives have some curious 
theories of trouble, accidents and in- 
creased dangers in such periods, at- 
tributing- them to the machinery." 


Dr. Crothers adds that the conviction 


prevails among many active brain 
workers in Ma circle that some very 
powerful forces coming' from what is 
popularly called the weather control 
the work and the success ot eaeh one.

Thomas went out in the 
151st Pa. infantry and WM wounded but 
served through the war. Frank wa» a 
sergeant m the sharp Bhootew and r«» 
mained with his regiment untd hostili- 
ties ceased, Joseph was in the signal 
service throughout the war and Chmrlea 
was a corporal in the 138th Pa. infantry 
and also served through the war. There] 
were seven boys and four girls in the: 
family. One of the boys died in bin 
youth. Speaking of the Shorb family, 
or that part of it that was at home dur- 
ing the battle of Gettysburg, the mother 
and daughters, the Leader says: 


The mother and siaters, however, were 


at home, and during the fight, their 
house being right on the field of battle, 
they took refuge in the cellar till the 
battle was ended. There we many old 
soldiers in this city [Pittoburg] who wUl 
no doubt remember being cared for at 
the Shorb house. Among these are 
Major Burke, who formerly kept a hotel 
on Grant street, and William Reilley. 
Major Burke had a leg shot off and 
Keilly losfcan arm, and both were nursed 
together by the Shorbs. Mrs. Meals, a 
widowed daughter and sitter, turned 
her house on Chambersburg street, into 
a hospital. 
The Shorbs were well ec 
quainted with old John Born* and went 
to school with the famous Jennie Wade, 
who was shot while carrying bread to 
the Union soldiers duiing the Battle.
